AT CITY HALL 


The Elba City Council 
held its first meeting of 
the month on Monday night 
of this week, The meeting 
was held in the City Hall 
with all members present, 

The first item of busin- 
ess was to hear a report 
from Mr, Gene Jacobs and 
Mr. Harold Tucker speak- 
ing for the local American 
Legion, They informed the 
council that the Legion had 
scheduled a fair for the 
first week in September and 
assured the council that it 
would be a clean above 
board, operation, Tucker 
told the council, ‘‘We will 
close anything you do not 
like’? when asked about the 
possibility of undesirable 
side shows, 

The next order of bus- 
iness was to hear a re~ 
quest from Oliver Williams 
that the city concur in 
right-of-way condemnation 
across the Brooks estate 
on the Troy Highway. The 
council voted to notify the 
Brooks Estate, Rowe Es- 
tate and Flack Lumber Co, 
that the issue will be dis- 
cussed at the next meeting, 

Mr. Chris Blasi, repre- 
senting National Develop- 
ers, asked if the council 
would continue previous 
policies of installing sewer 
pipe if the property owners 
buy the pipe. He was 
referring to the Kennedy 
Heights Subdivison being 
developed north of Mul- 
berry Heights, A motion 
was made for the city to 
bear the expense of install- 
ing the sewer lines but 
the motion was tabled until 
the mayor could get an 
opinion from Farmers 
Home Administration con- 
cerning a clause inthe pre- 
sent mortgage with them 
that says the city cannot 
go into agreement or debt 
with anyone else for acer- 
tain period of time, 

Charles Hayes III re- 
quested that another en- 
trance be cut into the new 
part of the Evergreen Cem- 
etery. He cited the con- 
fusion now involved with the 
one entrance, The council 
voted to request the state 
highway department to cut 
this entrance-exit, 

Hayes also asked if the 
city had a Cemetery Com- 
mittee, Mayor Brunson re- 
ported that there was no 
active committee and in- 
structed the city clerk to 
investigate this matter and 
report back to the council, 

Superintendent Elmer 
Taylor reported that the 
effect of the local effort 
bill passed by the Alabama 
Legislature during the spe- 
cial education § session 
would be felt in Elba ace 
cording to recent rulings, 
The City of Elba hasa good 
‘focal effort’? but to 
receive state funds it must 
be lumped withall systems 
in the county to determine 
local effort. The county 
school tax is quite a bit 
lower than the tax of both 
Elba and Enterprise which 
causes the entire average

The council 
voted to hire Willie Taylor, 
Jr., as a plicéman fol- 
lowing the recommendation 
of Chief Smart, 

In other action, the 
council voted to ratify the 
actions of the chief in re- 
leasing Sgt. Gilley. 

The city clerk reported 
$4235,02 in unpaid bills, 
some of which were carried 
over from last month, The 
council approved payment 
of these bills when money 
is available. 

The city clerk was in- 
structed to draw up a re- 
solution that would give 
Staggered terms to the 
Industrial Board, 

Mayor Brunson gave a 
report on the sewer pro- 
gress and problems and 
announced that a meeting 
was scheduled for Wed- 
nesday of this week with 
FHA rep. contractor reps, 
and local official to iron 
out any problems and to 
discuss the repair of city 
streets, 

There being no further 
business, the meeting was

Governor 
Approves Bill 
On Anti-Bussing 


Governor Albert Brew- 
er said that an anti-busing 
bill passed Thursday by the 
U, S. House of Represent- 
atives is the first realistic 
approach to public educa- 
tion taken by Congress in 
recent years. 

In a statement released 
Friday morning, the Gov- 
ernor said he is encouraged 
by the House action and 
hopes the U, S. Senate will 
give speedy approval tothe 
measure, 

The Governor’s state- 
ment is as follows; 

“T am encouraged by the 
action of the U, S, House 
of Representatives in ap- 
proving legislation to out- 
law the busing of children 
in our public schools to 
achieve racial balance, 
This is the first realistic 
approach to public educa-~ 
tion in American in recent 
years and is a sign of 
the growing concern 
throughout American about 
attempts to play socialogi- 
cal games with our child-

The cameras they left on 
the moon included the black 
and white television camera 
that captured their moon walk 
for the world to see. 
camera cost the National Aero- 
nautics and Space Administra-~ 
tion $250,000, Also in the litter 
was a Kodak worth $50,000 and 
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#@ Hasselblad camera that cost 
$11,176. I know what the Has- 
selblad could cost since I have 
one with the extra lens and most 
of the plunder that goes with it. 
It is certainly ‘‘expensive junk’’ 
but we know that it gets results 
or it would not have been se- 
lected as a camera to record 
scenes on the moon, 

After the astronauts returned 
to the moon lander’s cabin they 
opened the batch and dumped 
the back packs which kept them 
alive during their walk on the 
moon, Each of those units, 
called the Portable Life Support 
System, cost NASA $300,000, 
Moon tools designed especially 
for the astronauts added to the 
junk pile, Tongs, a scoop, a 
long-handled hammer, an ex- 
tension handle and other items 
were dropped when the space- 
men were through with them, 
Those tools cost $45,000, Lar- 
gest item to be left was the 
descent stage of the lunar mod- 
ule. NASA is reluctant to put a 
cost on this two-ton piece of 
metal since it’s only part of a 
lunar module that cost $41 
million, Even if the spacecraft 
Stage hadn’t been left on the 
moon, it could never have re- 
turned to earth ~ it has noheat 
shield, 

An American flag was left on 
the moon, The space agency 
doesn’t know how much it cost 
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CHARLES LINDSEY IS BACK SELLING AGAIN 
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and doesn’t want to, NASA 
bought a large number of flags 
from different manufacturers, 
and all the labels were removed. 
One was selected at random 
and a spokesman said they have 
no idea which one is up there. 
It was explained that this was 
S0 no company could make a 
big thing of their flag being 
on the moon, 

A plaque bearing the auto- 
graphs of the astronauts and 
of President Nixon couldn’t be 
priced. It was made in the 
metal shop at NASA of materials 
already on hand, 

A silicone wafer bearing 
electronically-reduced mes- 
sages of goodwill from 78 coun- 
tries cost NASA nothing. A 
private firm produced it at no 
cost to the government. 

I guess if someone did get 
to the moon without knowing of 
the plunder that had been left 
up there they would get the feel- 
ing they had gone to a picnic 
area and found it all cluttered 
up with “litter.’’ Right now 
there is no law against ‘‘litter’’ 
on the moon, but frankly I 
wouldn’t call such expensive 
junk ‘‘litter’’. I sure don’t call 
my Hasselblad camera and at- 
tachments ‘‘litter’’, but Larry 
does. He tells me he wouldn’t 
have it if I should give it to 
him, But I can’t see giving 
away my expensive junk, any-

Right now there is no tell- 
ing what geologists will find 
in the rocks and dust the astro- 
nauts brought back from the 
moon, Researchers agreed it 
was ‘fa real scientific sure 
prise,’’ in samples of myste- 
rious black lunar dust found 
to contain an abundant supply 
of ‘wonderfully lustrous’’ 
glass-like spheres that may 
have rained down on the moon 
after a meteor plowed into the 
lunar crust. 

It has been announced that 
it would be very difficult for 
any forms of life to exist on 
the moon, by a panel of re- 
searchers probing the rocks 
from the moon brought to earth 
by Apolio 11, Also found was 
a shiny pebble-sized rock which 
looked something like a pearl 
and minerals in the rocks were 
said to be ‘unidentified, but 
nor unearthly’, however ‘the 
common material on the lunar 
surface is very unlike com- 
mon material on earth.’’ 

Tuesday, laboratory handlers 
injected moon dust into 354 
germ-free mice to assure 
themselves it does not contain 
lunar organisms dangerous to 
life on earth. If the mice be- 
come ill, the astronaut’s qua- 
rantine could be extended. 

Already plans are being made 
to go to Mars which is so much 
further from the earth than the 
moon. I’m not going to say man 
will not walk on Mars. I would 
have said only a short time 
back that it would be impos- 
sible to go to the moon and 
back. I have an idea that since 
time began there have been 
people who had the ambition 
to get somewhere that looked 
impossible and that there have 
been people who would say it 
couldn’t be done, I t was said 
that Columbus would not dis- 
cover a new land but would 
fall with his ship into 
Space.

Actually designing contain- 
ers represents a great many 
hours of planning and experi- 
mentation. Packaging engi- 
neers, chemists, and food man- 
ufacturers sometimes spend 
years producing just the right 
package for a product. 

Far from being just a case 
of eye-appeal, today’s food 
packages perform many func- 
tions. They must protect the 
food from any dust or dirt; 
the loss of flavor, texture, 
color; all spoilage, and bac- 
terial contamination. 

Even substances used in the 
making of the packages come 
under extensive testing. The 
type of paper, kind of ink and 
adhesives used also are ex- 
amined carefully under ex- 
pected conditions of storage 
and use. Containers, too, must 
have the approval of the U, S. 
Food and Drug Administra- 
tion.

A $250,000 federal grant 
has been made to the Ala- 
bama Department of Public 


Health for a rubella 
immunization program, 
Dr. Ira LL, Myers, state 
health officer, said a 
limited quantity of the 
newly - licensed vaccine 
is expected about mid- 
September. 


The vaccine for rubella 
-~- German Measles -- is 
already available from pri- 
vate physicians, 

Dr. Myers saidthe state 
health department has 
proposed a five-year plan 
for the eradication of 
rubella, Additional federal 
funds have been approved 
for the Alabama program 
and will be awarded when 
available. 

Rubella is usually mild 
except when contracted 
during pregnancy, Babies 
whose mothers have rub- 
ella during her first three

months of pregnancy may 
be born crippled, with cate 
aracts, heart malforma- 
tion, hearing loss, small 
head size, mental retard- 
ation, and blood disorders, 

About 20,000 children 
were born with defects 
after the rubella epidemic

30,000 more babies died 
before birth, and a large 


number succembed In early 
infancy. 

The vaccine should not 
be administered to preg- 
nant women, but they may 
be protected indirectly by 
eliminating the disease 
among children, The state 
health department recom-~- 


mends immunization of 
children, both boys and 
girls, from age one topub- 
erty. The initial target 


group is children aged 5-9, 
Immunization is accom~ 
plished with one injection 
of vaccine, 

Symptons of rubells are 
very similar to several 
other childhood diseases, 
and for that reason, child- 
ren should receive the rub- 
ella vaccine even though 
they may have had 
symptoms of rubella, 

Rubella epidemics
